CLASS  HISTORY 


In  the  fall  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  forty  three  a  group  of  twenty  one  boys  and 
p twenty  eight-  girls  known  as    fceshmen  entered  Matthews  High  School    Since  the  twelve  year 
plan  had  Been  enforced  we  did  not  enter  high  school  until  we  were  in  the  ninth  grade  Our 
class  was  the  fi.rst  to  initate  this  twelve  year  plan 

Being  freshmen  meant  much  to  us.    It  was  like  the  dawn  of  a  new  day.  Our  goal  then  had 
to  be  changed    In  grammer  school  it  was  the  seventh  grade    Since  we  had  passed  that  mark  we 
all  set  out  for  another  goal,  graduation. 

The  subjects  we  were  offered  were  English,  Agriculture.  Civics,  Mathematics.  General 
Science,    and  Home  Economics. 

Our  teachers  were  Mr.   CI,  Pearce.  principal.  Mrs    HP    Waeiick  Ms    W  A„  Hood,  Mr.  CP, 
Killough,  Miss  Kornegay    and  Mr    T  W  Bivens. 

In  the  fall  of  nineteen  forty  four  we.  were  entering  our  sophomore  year    Our  faculty 
had  changed    Miss  Kornegay  was  replaced  by  Miss  Ethel  Miller  Boyd    This  year  we  added  to 
our  roll  Frances  Austin  from  Waxhaw.  N  C 

Our  outstanding  featyres  of  the  year  were  the  Halloween  Carnival  and  several  parties 
Since  our  class  was  the  first  to  be  graduated  in  the  twelfth  grade,  we  had  to  sponsor  the 
Junior- Senior  Banquet  in  our  sophomore  year.   This  meant  we  would  have  to  raise  money. 
Our  class  sponsored  the  Halloweei   Carnival  which  was  very  successful. 

We  had  our  banquet  in  the  high  school  gymnasium.    It  was  decorated  to  resemble  the  deck 
of  a  ship.  A^ter  all-   the  seniors  were  shipping  out.    except  for  Shannon  Forbs  who  fell 
over  board.  He  was  below  sea  level  due  to  being  absent  the  first  half  of  the.  year. 

Now  we  had  become  juniors    By  this  rime  we  were  all  striving  toward  the  same  goal  to 
the  best,  of  our  ability  .    that  goal  being  to  become  seniors 

Our  faculty  changed  again    We  now  received  Mr    L  H    Overton  to  replace  Mr    Bivens  who 
decided  it  was  much  simpler  to  make  a  living  by  driving  a  bus  than  by  teaching  Agriculture.
